A PREVIEW OF 1997 


Season 1997 sees the return of the old two division senior men’s 
format, after a brief one season “trial” with three divisions. As 
always some established players have departed from the game, 
left the area or joined new clubs, so it is often difficult to predict 
the teams which could dominate in ‘97. 


I understand that Colts have fared better than most in retaining 
their top players from last year, and should.once again feature at 
or near the top of the first division. Strathdale have real depth 
and their younger players are having an influence on the tougher 
games. They could be the main challengers, with Epsom emerging 
from the shadows, possibly seeing the benefits of a youth policy 
started several years ago. Golden City and Eaglehawk appear to be 
in a rebuilding mode and could find season ‘97 quite difficult. 
Kyneton could be a dark horse, having carried everything before 
them in the second division last year. Spring Gully always promise 
much, maybe in ‘97 they may deliver. 


The second division should again see a healthy tussle between 
Colts and Strathdale, with a very focussed Castlemaine a definite 
threat. Other teams in this division could struggle for numbers, so 
it is hard to see a threat from.anyone else. 

The women’s division again should be dominated by the Eaglehawk 
girls, but they will not have it their own way, with Colts, 
Castlemaine, Golden City and Spring Gully giving them a run for 
their money. 


The youth division once again should be taken out by Epsom, 
however Strathdale will be very strong. 


This season Bendigo is host for the Country Championships, at 
junior, senior and women’s levels, so all squads have a great 
opportunity to improve on last year’s efforts. I understand they 
have been training for-several weeks and are very motivated. 
Well, that’s a brief overview of season ‘97- GOOD LUCK.

A REVIEW OF THE 1996 SEASON 


The 1996 soccer season saw Colts United record their ninth First 
Division Championship, and along with the respective Second, Third, Youth 
and Women’s Champions, took out the Championship-Knockout Cup double. 

The three men’s divisions were brought back in to hopefully even up 
the respective groups, but although the on ground competition was 
successful, clubs found the different kick off times and locations of their 
respective teams costly on and off the field. 

Colts United’s First Division success came with a creditable record, with 
eleven victories, three drawn encounters, and one loss to the 1995 
champions, Eaglehawk, the Borough keeping a clean sheet against the 
Champions with their second encounter ending in a draw. 

Colts United coach Steve Butler certainly had his players playing 
confidently from the onset of the season, the talents and consistency of 
players such as Robbie Martello, Jamie Brown, Alfredo Longano and keeper 
Eric Deichen, certainly made it difficult to match the eventual 1996 
champions. 

Strathdale ended the season in second position, and although losing 
both their encounters with Colts in the Championship, always looked like the 
only threat. The Blue and Whites had their best season for many years, and 
under coach Phil Tresize, were always capable of matching the best of sides, 
and certainly deserved the runners-up trophy. 

Eaglehawk failed to carry on from their 1994 and 1995 Championship 
wins, but with the loss of vital players from the previous season, they fared 
better than expected ending the season four points behind Strathdale in 
third spot. Eaglehawk’s highlight for the ‘97 season, the victory against 
Spring Gully in the League Cup Final, was a torrid and exciting affair, with a 
last minute goal securing victory. 

The other three Division One sides, Spring Gully, Golden City and 
Epsom had little consistency, with Epsom finishing with the wooden spoon, 
well out of range of the top three teams. Golden City and Spring Gully had 
their moments, but were never able to match the class of the top sides. 

The Division Two competitions were dominated by Kyneton, taking out 
the Championship with eleven victories and a drawn encounter to their 
credit, with Strathdale receiving the runners up honours, and looking the 
only side capable of matching their higher rated opponents. Kyneton’s depth 
of experience within the side was the telling factor, helping to also secure 
the Knockout Cup, after a hard fought game against Eaglehawk, and League 
Cup setting them up for hopeful success. 

Spring Gully, Eaglehawk, Colts and Golden City matched each other 
throughout the season, with Castlemaine finishing at the bottom, never 
really a chance throughout the year. 


Colts United, Kyneton and Epsom were dominant lineups in Division 
Three, but as the season progressed, Colts certainly deserved their 
Championship and Knockout Cup trophies. Strathdale started the season well 
with a victory over Epsom in the League Cup, but failed to continue as the 
season progressed and ended alongside Cohuna and Castlemaine at the 
bottom of the table. 

The Youth Division improved the numbers of 1995, with six teams 
entering the competition. Although losing Girton, Spring Gully, Kilmore and 
Kyneton all entered teams last year. Epsom took out its second consecutive 
Championship, and although having major oppostition from Strathdale and 
Golden City throughout the year, took out all the major trophies. Kyneton 
fared well finishing fourth, with Kilmore and Spring Gully fifth and sixth 
repectively. 

The Women’s Division was again dominated by Eaglehawk and Spring 
Gully, with the Borough taking out its fourth consecutive Championship title, 
Gully again retaining the runners up trophy. Eaglehawk recorded a 
creditable 16 win perfect record over the Championship season, and took out 
the Knockout Cup with a win over Castlemaine. City finished third ahead of 
Colts, Strath, Castlemaine, Kyneton, Epsom and Girton. 

The winner of the Youth Player of the Year award in 1995 was 
Epsom’s James Hercus. James also finished as a joint winner of the B.A.S.L. 
Best and Fairest award in the seniors, along with Colts’ Robbie Martello and 
Spring Gully’s Marty Bluml. Hercus also took out the prestigious John Webb 
Trophy for the Young Player of the Year award. 

The B.A.S.L. representative squad player of the year was won by two 
players, Colts’ keeper Eric Deichen and City’s defender Colin Samuel. 

In the women’s representative player of the year award, two players 
again could not be separated, Sarah Kelly from Epsom and Sarah Poyser 
from Spring Gully sharing the honors. 

Leading goalscorers in the respective divisions in 1996 were, in 
Division One, Paul Lane (Strathdale), Division Two Marcello Matricardi 
(Kyneton), Division Three Ashley Howarth (Colts), Youth Division Daniel 
Bennet (Golden City) and in the Women’s Division Maree Pearce (Eaglehawk) 

The annual representative competitions saw the B.A.S.L. fail to impress 
in Senior Men’s and Junior levels. The senior Bendigo squad finished fourth 
after going down to Melbourne Amateurs in the playoff for third, Latrobe 
Valley the eventual winners. 

In the juniors the under 14s ended second behind Albury-Wodonga, 
with the under 16s third, the under 15s third, the under 13s sixth, the 
under 12s fifth and the under 11s fifth also. 


BENDIGO ACADEMY OF SPORT 


The first Soccer Talent Development Program of the Bendigo Academy of 
Sport was a great success. 


Under the watchful eye of Head Coach John Palmer and squad coaches Bjorn 
Vedelsby and Duncan Mclaren, twenty-six boys and four girls had the 
opportunity to learn the complete soccer skill model and be introduced to 
the personal development disciplines needed to become an elite soccer 
player. 


The excellent facilities of Latrobe University Bendigo were made available 
for weekly skills training, compliments of the Student Association. 


The first program demonstrated beyond doubt that the ‘concept of 
concentrating on the ‘complete’ soccer player was extremely beneficial. 
Being the first program, there were some casualties along the way, but the 
positives far outweighed the negatives. 


The very promising Sarah Poyser was selected in the VIS ITC program with 
Academy training enabling Sarah to reduce her training requirements in 
Melbourne. Sarah was one of only six Victorians selected for an intensive 
four day training camp at the AIS in Canberra, but the intensity was too 
much for Sarah suffering from the ‘burn out’ syndrome. Kristen Watts also 
justified her inclusion in the Academy by representing Victoria at Under 16 
level and later being invited to join the VIS ITC program. 


Michael Long and Anthony Byrne broke a five year drought for the BASL by 
being selected in the Victorian Under 13 Boys team. Michael and Anthony 
were the only non-Melbourne players in the squad, with Anthony being 
appointed captain for specific matches. 


Several players, Andrew Watkins, Brendan Moore and Nathan Claridge 
joined metropolitan clubs under contract, with Nathan accepting a 
scholarship in the United States on the basis of his Academy program. 

But the greatest benefits can be seen in the improved performance of the 
96/97 Bendigo Youth team, where many of the players are former Academy 
athletes. 


The first graduation ceremony in July was a special occasion with twenty- 
five of the original thirty athletes graduating. The Most Improved Player 
award was won by Neil Thomas with Kristen Watts receiving the coach’s 
Encouragement Award. Anthony Byrne, Michael Long, Nathan Claridge, 
Brendan Moore, Andrew Watkins and Kristen Watts all won Higher 
Achievement Awards. 


The very demanding time commitment also told on the coaching staff, all of 
whom chose not to continue. Following a very comprehensive review of the 
program by both the Academy and the BASL, several changes were made to 
the program structure and the time frame of the program was altered to 
minimise the demands on players due to the local domestic season. Steve 
Butler was appointed Head Coach with Joshua Parisotto as assistant coach 
and Rowland Sowerby manager. The squad size was reduced to twenty-six 
players and the new program commenced in December. 


Sincere thanks must be extended to the coaching panel, the consulting panel 
and the Academy for the delivery of such a comprehensively structured 
program. 


Clubs are urged to actively support this program and allow their young 
players to gain the maximum benefit from their twelve month involvement. 
Clearly the benefits will come back to the clubs in the short term through 
better skilled and balanced players.

VIC HEALTH YOUTH SQUAD 1996/97 

Bendigo Amateur Soccer League Inc. entered a team in the Vic Health 
Youth League over the summer of 1996/97. This was the sixth year that 
Bendigo had entered a team in this competition, played to develop the skills 
of youth players over the summer. The age group differs from year to year, 
as determined by the Victorian Soccer Federation. This year the age was 
Under 18, with an allowance of up to four players named in a team to be 
Under 19. The age group was not decided until very near the start of the 
competition, making the job of selection trials very difficult for the coach. 

The coach of the squad was Rob Martello, co winner of the 1996 3BO 
James Anderson Medal. Rob was a winner of the championship winning Colts 
Division one side in 1996, and brought some youthful enthusiasm to the 
squad. The mood before and after training sessions and games was jovial 
and in good spirit, but when it was time for training or the game, Rob 
expected total concentration and focus on the task. 

Rob chose Chris King as the manager of the squad, having worked well 
together in the past on other squads. David Fairburn assisted in the coaching 
area when available, giving intensive sessions, especially testing 
goalkeepers. Ron Poulter agreed to act as sports trainer for the squad, which 
was extra pleasing, seeing he had previously had no contact with soccer at 
all, but was willing to help out. Bailey Browning also assisted when called 
upon. 

James Hercus (also a co-winner of the 1996 3BO-James Anderson 
Medal), along with Simon Eleveld and Steve Martin were appointed co- 
captains of the squad. Many of the squad were graduates of the Bendigo 
Academy of Sport Talent Development Program, and were able to put into 
practice, all they had learnt from their involvement in the program.

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CHANGES TO THE LAWS OF SOCCER 


The 1997 season will see some big changes in refereeing in Australia. Once 
again FIFA have modified some Laws and issued further instructions to referees. The 
most significant change is the modification of Law V (Referees) IBD (7) where the new 
text reads If the referee applies the advantage clause and the advantage 
which was anticipated does not develop at that time, the referee shall 
penalise the original offence. This means that provided the ball remains in play, 
the referee is now allowed to wait a short time (only two or three seconds) to see if the 
anticipated advantage situation develops before calling “play on” or penalising the 
original offence. If a second offence is committed during this time, the referee shall 
penalise the more serious of the two offences. 


There is also significant change to Law VI which replaces the words Linesman , 
and Linesmen with assistant referee and assistant referees which more 
accurately describes the functions of those officials and which also reflects that women 
as well as men are active in this function. 


There are changes also to the structure of the referee organisation in Australia. 
Some of these changes will be obvious (such as the new badge) and some less obvious 
(eight grades of referees instead of the present four) but the significant factor will really 
be the new ways in which referee administrators are encouraged to approach the task of 
training and coaching referees all over the country. Although these changes will not 
dramatically change “on field” performances of referees immediately, it is believed that 
the reorganisation implemented by Soccer Australia through it’s new Referees’ 
Commission will eventually lead to much improved officiating all round.

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Occasional Referees for Junior Soccer 


A guide for new-comers to refereeing: 
prepared by Neil McDermid, Chairman, State Referees' Coaching Panel. 


GENERAL OVERVIEW 


The object of the game is to score more goals than your opponents. A goal is scored when the 
whole of the ball passes over the whole of the goal-line , whether on the ground or in the air, 
between the goal-posts and under the cross-bar. [The goal is good no matter which team 
kicks/heads the ball over the line.] 


A, B and C = no goal

(In the same way, for the ball to go out of play over goal or touch lines, the whole of the ball 
must pass over the whole of the line .)

LAWS OF THE GAME The purpose is to guarantee FAIR PLAY - safety/enjoyment 


Referee’s responsibilities - 


player safety - 
appurtenances must be safe (e.g. goal posts, corner flags)/ball 


players’equipment - 
studs: nothing dangerous! (your decision, but “footy” studs are out!) 
shinpads (must be worm by all age groups) 


coach/manager - 
FIFA acknowledges that coaches will want to coach from the sidelines 


during a game. However, they must stay within 2 metres of the team 
bench (or designated area if no benches). Note that only positive 

comments are appropriate. Coaches and managers are subject to your 
jurisdiction the same as players , and if they are abusive or disruptive in 
any way, they can be dealt with accordingly; e.g. sent away from the field of 
play. (A report lo the League should follow any such incident.) 


spectalors - 
No spectator is permitted to enter field of play. (You have to be sensible if 
mum or dad come to help their 9 y.o. when she/he's hurt; but you should 
stop the game and call help on before they have to charge on “illegally”! 


SK 


injuries - 
do not move injured players until extent of injuries ascertained: best to 
wait until player pets up him/herself. No persons allowed on pitch with- 
out your permission. If ball has gone oul of play, restart as normal. If you 
stopped play for the injury, drop ball where it was when incident occurred. 


Offences to look for: 

a. a Direct Free-Kick is awarded to the opponents when any player, on an opponent, 
commits one of the following offences: 
strikes/kicks/pushes/holds/trips/jumps at/or charges dangerously especially from behind 

. a Direct Free-Kick is awarded to the opponents when any player handles the ball. 

c. an Indirect Free-Kick is awarded to the opponents when any player 
(1) calls out in a manner which distracts an opponent 
(2) shepherds an opponent off the ball (you must not deny'an opponent the opportunity to 
play the ball except by getting to it first or taking it off him.) 


Refereeing - implementing the Lawes 
1. Ref's sense of fair play 
The referee is there to ensure FAIR PLAY - all players must have a “fair go". 


2. Don't over-officiate 
Spectators come to watch the game, not the referee. 
Penajize only deliberate infringements; use whistle only when necessary, i.e. to 
stop play (for fouls etc) when play would otherwise continue. [No need to whistle 
when the ball clearly goes out of play over goal or touch (side) lines.] 
Use your commonsense; be compassionate; we are refereeing games for children. 
The players are not little adults; they are children having fun. 


3. Give special thought to the following: 


Off-side: the Off-side Law (Law 11) was devised to give defender and attacker an 
equal chance. Some junior team coaches who come from an Aussie Rules back- 
ground do not know this Law and may at times instruct a forward to take up a 
position behind the defence near their opponents’ goal (like an Aussie Rules full- 
forward) to wait for the ball to come to them. 
This is completely contrary to both the Laws and spirit of the game. Such blatant 
off-side positions must be penalized (Indirect Free Kick). 
Note however: 
{a} at Under 8 and Under 9 levels an attacker who inadvertently finds 
him/herself a metre or so in an off-side position should not be penalized. 
fb] at all levels, an attacker in an offside position who is not “in the play“ 
(e.g. perhaps on the side of the pitch away from play or who is caught 
stranded by a shot on yoal by a team-mate) should not be penalized. 


Corners: on an adult pitch, U8, 9, 10's may take these from the 18yd_ line. 


Goalkicks: on an adult pitch, UB, 9, 10's may take these from near the penalty 
mark. (Note that the ball must leave the penalty area before it is in play.) 


Throw-ins U8, 9, 10's should peta second or third try to pet it right. Cive help! 


Penalty Kicks: Under 8 & 9's 
No penalty kicks should be awarded; instead, award a Direct Free Kick 


outside the semi-circle nearest the place where the offence occurred. If 
playing on a pitch with “adult” markings, award a Direct Free Kick outside 


“the box". 


Under 10 upwards 
The Law states only deliberate offences are to be penalized. U10's commit 


very few deliberate fouls anywhere, let alone in the penalty area. 


Cautions (yellow cards) and Expulsions (red cards) are unnecessary in the non-competi- 
tive (U8 - U10) age groups. If there is trouble, talk to the player (and if necessary tell the 


coach or the manager to sub him/her off.) 


SUMMARY 


Ask yourself "Why am I here?” You, as referee, have the power to make this game fun or to 
make it an event where the winners get all the “prizes” and the losers hang their heads. 


DEFINITIONS 


Off-side: 
1. A player is in an off-side position if he is nearer his opponents’ goal-line than the 


ball, unless: 
(a) he is in his own half of the field of play, or 
(b) he is not nearer to his opponents’ goal-line than at least two of his opponents. 


2. A player who is in an off-side position [FACT] is penalized for being in that position 
if, at the moment the ball touches or is played by one of his own team, 
he is - [ref’s OPINIONI- involved in the play. 


3. A player shall not be penalized simply for being in an off-side position. 
4. A player can not be offside if he receives the ball direct from a goal-kick, a comer-kick, 
a throw-in or at a drop-ball. 


Direct Free Kick - one from which a goal against the opponents may be scored direct. 
Indirect Free Kick - one which must touch or be played by any player other than the 
kicker before a goal may be scored. (Referee must signal -arm held aloft)

Note too: Referee’s signals and other protocols: 


Direct Free Kick & Throw-in: 
Referee indicates the direction in which the kick/throw is to go. ie. if kick/throw favours 


team kicking towards East, referee points towards East. 


Referee indicates goal-kick and corner -kick by pointing to the place where kick is to be taken 
from. Note that.a goal-kick may be taken from anywhere within the goal area. 


For an Indirect Free Kick the referee must hold one arm vertically upwards until either a 
second player touches the ball or it goes out of play. 


At free kicks (and comer kicks) the referee must ensure that all members of the opposing 
team are at least 9 metres (10 yards) from the ball (unless they stand on own goal-line between 


the goal-posts). 


At goal-kicks, the ball is not in play until it has passed outside the penalty area. 


The pass to the goal-keeper (not necessarily a pass” back”!) 

A player may kick (pass) the ball to his own goal-keeper, but the goal-keeper is not in this 
instance allowed to touch the ball with his hands. If he does, it results in an Indirect Free Kick 
to the other team at the point where the goal-keeper touched the ball. 

Note, however, that the pass must be deliberate and made by kicking the ball with the foot. A 
player may pass the ball to his goal-keeper with his shin or thigh or by heading the ball to 
him; the goal-keeper may, in these instances, use his hands without being penalized.
